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Text of Address 
Made by Roosevelt 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Feb. 23.—(AP) 
The text of President Roosevelt’s 
address follows: 

I am happy to speak to you from 
my own home on the evening of a 
Sabbath day which has been ob- 
served in so many of your home 


communities as Brotherhood Day. 
The National Conference of Jews and 
Christians has set aside a day on 
which we can meet, not primarily 
as Protestants or Catholics or Jews, 
but as believing Americans: a day 
on which we can dedicate ourselves 
not to the things which divide but 
| to the things which unite us. I 
| hope that we have begun to see how 
| many and how important are the 
| things on which we are united. Now, 

of all times, we require that kind 
of thinking. 

There are honest differences of re- 
ligious belief among the citizens of 
your town as there are among the 
citizens of mine. It is a part of the 
spirit of Brotherhood Day, as it is 
a part of our American heritage to 
respect those differences. And it is 
well for us to remember that this 
America of ours is the product of 
no single race or creed or class. Men 
and women—your fathers and mine 
—came here from the far corners 
of the earth with beliefs that wide- 
ly varied. And yet, each in his 
own way, laid his own special gift 
upon our national altar to enrich 
our national life. From the gift 
that each has given, all have gained. 
UNITY IS URGED 
BY ROOSEVELT. 

This is no time to make capital 
out of religious disagreement, how- 
ever honest. It is a time, rather, 
to make capital out of religious un- 
derstanding. We who have faith can- 
not afford to fall out among our- 
selves. The very state of the world 
is a summons to us to stand to- 
gether. For as I see it, the chief 
religious issue is not between our 
various beliefs. It is between be- 
lief and unbelief. It is not your 
specific faith or mine that is being 
called: into question—but all faith. 
Religion in wide areas of the earth 
is being confronted with irreligion; 
our faiths are heing challenged. It 
is because of that threat that you 
and I must reach across the lines 
between our creeds, clasp hands, an@& 
make common case. 

To do that will do credit to the 
best of our religious tradition. It 
will do credit, also, to the best in 
our American tradition. The spiri- 
tual resources of our forbears have 
brought us a long way toward the 
goal which was set before the na- 
tion at its founding as a nation. 
SAME QUALITIES 
ARE REQUIRED. 


Yet I do not look upon these Unit- | 


ed States as a finished product. We 
fare still in the making. The vision 
of the early days still requires the 
same qualities of faith in God and 
man for its fulfillment. 

No greater thing could come to our 
land today than a revival of the spirit 
of religion—a revival that would 
sweep through the homes of the na- 
tion and stir the hearts of men and 
women of all faiths to a reassertion 
of their belief in God and their dedi- 
cation to His will for themselves and 
for their world. I doubt if there is 
any problem—social, political or eco- 
nomic—that would not melt away be- 
fore the fire of such a spiritual awak- 
ening.

I like to think of our country as 
one home in which the interests of 
each member are bound up with the 
happiness of all.

of our neighbors. The good neigh- 
bor idea—as we are trying to prac- 
tice it in international relationships 
—needs to be put into practice in 
our community relationships, When 
it is we may discover that the road 
to understanding and fellowship is 
also the road to spiritual awakening. 
At our neighbors’ fireside we may 
find new fuel for the fires of faith 
at our own hearthside.

JAPAN’S TRADE COMPETITION 

The report of the United States 
Tariff Commission on the trade be- 
tween the United States and Japan 
explodes the charge so often ad- 


vanced by jingo elements in this | 


country and those who are not in- 
formed as to the facts that Japa- 
nese imports are flooding the mar- 
kets of this country at the expense 
of American industry. 

It is shown that trade between 
the two countries has increased 
materially, on both sides, during 
the past few years, but that all 
things considered, we have secured 
the best of the bargain instead of 
Japan’s industries having, as we 
have been told, reaped huge profits 
with Uncle Sam holding the bag. 

In 1929, Japan took only 5 per 
cent of our total exports, but by 
1934 this had grown to 10 per cent, 
but our purchases from Japan fell 
from 10 per cent of our total im- 
ports in 1929 to 7 per cent in 
1934, 

In 1935 there was a slight in- 
crease in our imports from Japan 
and decrease in our exports to that 
country, but it still remains that 
during the year we sold upwards of 
$200,000,000 of goods to the Japa- 
nese while buying only about $150,- 
000,000 from them. 

It is true that Japan has increas- 
ed her exports of cotton cloth to 
practically all foreign markets while 
there has been an accompanying 
decline in American exports, but 
the report points out that even in 
the South American countries, 
where the Japanese have made the 
greatest gains, her trade is still 
small as compared with American 
exports.

It is cited that up to two years 
,ago the Oklahoma court has never 
| since its creation been able to keep 
‘abreast with its work, the number 
of untried appeals having ranged 
around 2,000. Faced with a condi- 
tion growing steadily worse, the 
court adopted rules for saving its 
time, operated in divisions and had 
a determination of facts made and 
accepted in advance of argument. 

These reforms in procedure were 


and the untried cases continued te 
pile up. Then the court, acting on 
the doctrine that it had power com- 
mensurate with its responsibility, 
created, in conjunction with the 
state bar, a judicial council and 
evolved a plan to use district judges 
and members of the bar, without 
salary. 

At the beginning of 1934, 35 
judges and 150 lawyers constituted 
the new machinery of the court and 
began sitting in groups of three. 
Cases that came before the court 
were disposed of at a rate twice as 
fast as they were filed, 652 having 
been filed in the first 10 months of 
1935 and 1,314 cleared from the 
docket. 

As a result the court is now prac- 
tically within sight of its goal, a 
docket clear of untried cases. 

The American Judicature So- 
ciety, organized in 1913 at the Uni- 
iversity of Michigan to promote the 
efficient administration of justice, 
comments that— 

The system devised and _ boldly 
adopted by the Oklahoma supreme 
court justices has worked. There was 
no precedent for this system. But 
there was the obvious right and duty 
of the supreme court to employ all 
its judicial powers to improve the sit- 
boreeoene The duty is being discharged

yers, working voluntarily, with the

Badoglio Explains. 

Marshal Badoglio, the Italian com- 
mander in the north, has been sur- 
prisingly loquacious on the recent en- 
gagement in the Tembien region, re- 
marke the Manchester Guardian. His 
official communique was a little essay 
of over 300 words, quite unlike his 
usual terse reports, and he has follow- 
ed it since by giving a long interview 
to the war correspondents in Tigre.

Since then the Abys- 
sinians have been trying to surround 
Makale completely and to cut the one

| It was to counter a new and serious 
| threat to achieve this end that Mar- 
'shal Badoglio ordered his troops to at- 
(tack on January 19. The fighting 
which followed lasted for five days, 
but in the end the Abyssinians failed 
to cut the road and were beaten back 
with heavy loss. The Italian *asual- 
ties were over 700 altogether, the 
greatest number yet given for any ac- 
tion, but the estimate of 5,000 Abys- 
sinians killed must be accepted with 
caution, for 5,000 seems to have be- 
come a mystic number when report- 
ing Abyssinian losses. But if the 
Italians prevented the Abyseinians 
from cutting off Makale, they failed

DODECANESE 


—Italy in Aegean— 


Four nations have recently had their 
eyes focused on the Dodecanese, a 
small group of islands in the Aegean 
sea in sight of the Turkish coast. 
Italy, the present owner, has quar- 
tered several thousand troops, more 
than 200 planes, and 35 warships in 
the islands, according to the fateat 
news dispatches. This has caused 
anxiety in England, whose fleet is con- 
centrated not far away off Egypt; 
in Turkey, which once owned the 
islands and wants them back; and in 
Greece, homeland of most of the na- 
tive population of the islands. 

“Overwhelmingly Greek in population 
and traditions, but unable to join 
the mother country, the peaceful Dode- 
canesan archipelago has been, within 
three decades, a bone of sore conten- 
tion in the eastern Mediterranean 
region,” says a bulletin from the 
Washnigton, D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 
RHODES ONCE 
CRUSADER’S BASE. 

“The sun-bathed “Twelve Islands’ of 
the ancients now include the 13 south: 
ern Sporades: Rhodes, Patmos, Cos, 
Kalymos, Leros, Nisyros, Telos, Symi, 
Kalki, Astypalaia, Karpathos, Kasos 
and Lipsos. 

“Rhodes, in the south, is the larg- 
est, most fertile, most historic and, 
consequently, the. most visited island 
of the group. From within its medie- 
val walls rise the delicate white tips 
of many minarets, the domes of mos- 
ques, the feathered tops of palm trees 
and the square roofs of Mediterranean 
houses. There are extensive monu- 
ments of the days of its medieval 
glory, when the Knights of St. John 
made Rhodes their headquarters for 
forays against the Moslems. Along 
the straight and narrow Street of the 
Knights are ranged the barracks of 
the various ‘Tongues,’ or companies, 
into which the national groups of 
knights were divided. Visitors may 
walk around the old city on top of 
the magnificent 14th and 15th cen- 
tury walls. 

“The City of Rhodes is the Italian 
capital of the Dodecanese. It is a 
large town, greatly modernized and 
refurbished during the last decade or 
two. New hotels and regular steam- 
ship service attract many visitors to 
the island, both in winter and sum- 
mer. a 

“Patmos, according to historians, 
was the home of St. John the Evan- 
gelist during his banishment. The 
visions recorded in his Book of Reve- 
lation are said to have appeared to 
him here where now stands a great 
monastery in his name.

HEALTH TALKS

Just as long as we have in the medi- 
cal profession two schools of thought 
~—the docs plunging ahead and the or- 
thodocs holding back—there will be 
some who call it cri and some who 
solemnly assure you it is due to 
change of weather, a draft or wet feet. 
I don’t mind the orthodocs sound- 
ing off about “the common cold,” for 
it seems to me there is genuine hu- 
mor in their attitude. Or maybe my 
sense of humor is abnormal. At any 
rate I have to chuckle every time I 
read a ponderous dissertation on the 
nature, cause, prevention and cure of 
“common colds,’ because it is so ob 
vious that the particular author ex- 
presses his personal views and that 
every other orthodoc who discusses the 
subject at all likewise expresses his 
own personal views. The discerning 
reader must inevitably conclude that 
science is wonderful. ~ 

The orthodocs, that is, the reaction- 
aries, the oldtimers, who assume that 
because doctors have always believed a 
thing it must be so, speak learnedly of | 
“lowered resistance” or “keeping up) 
good resistance’ and merely because 
they have so long juggled this nebulous 
notion they are irritated and offended 
when anybody asks “What do you 
mean resistance? Of course they 
don’t know what they mean—that’s 
what annoys them. 

One who implies or infers that 
everyday exposure to sudden changes, 
cold, draft, wet feet or dampness keeps 
the “resistance” constantly “lowered” 
certainly does not mean immunity. 
There is neither scientific experimen- 
tal nor convincing clinical evidence 
to support the conception that immu- 
nity is subject to such hectic varia- 
tions. The significance of the “ 
sistance” idea is simply this: I am 
Medical Tradition.

Specifically, Gortz, arrested at Har- 
wich November 8, when he stepped 
off a cross-channel steamer from a 
short visit to Germany, faces two 
charges of violating the official se- 
crets act, the snag which trips up 
spies in the British Isles.

The prosecution, at Gortz’ prelimi- 
nary hearing in Margate police court,

Tom Kearney, Betting 
Commissioner, Passes 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. 23.—(AP)—Tom Kearney, 65, nationally- 
known betting commissioner, died today after a two-week illness. 
Death was caused by pneumonia which developed after a paralytic 
stroke induced by a kidney ailment. 

Kearney was known to the sporting fraternity from coast to 
coast as the man who handled millions of dollars in wagers and 
never “‘welched” on a bet. ; 

In 1924 he lost $74,000 when Black Gold won the Kentucky 
Derby. Most operators of future books on the race were ruined 
financially; many failed to pay off on their bets; Kearney paid his. 

“That hurt,” he said afterward, ‘“‘but I decided there was noth- 
ing to do but pay off. It was the smartest decision I ever made. 
Everybody in the country heard about it and from then on I really 
had a reputation.” 

Born in St. Louis, he was a newsboy and a steel mill worker in 
his youth. In 1892, when he was 22, he opened his first horse-rac- 
ing handbook and by 1902 was already nationally known among 
followers of the horses. 

In that year, when the late Governor Joseph W. Folk clamped 
down on horse races and gambling, Kearney moved to New Orleans. 
The following year he went to Hot Springs, Ark., where he operated 
the New York Turf Club, a noted gaming house. He returned here 
in 1906 when Governor Folk’s term of office ended.
